SENATE. 
Sacramento, February 4, 13S0. 
The Senate met in regular session at 10 A. M., 
Pres dert pro tem. Baker in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
REPORTS. 
Mr. S p.arh, from the Joint Committee on Rules, 
reported a set of joint rules for the Senate and As­ 
sembly, which were read by the Secretary’ seriatim 
and adopted. 
Mr. Zuck, from the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses, reported a resolution declaring the office of 
Enrolling Clerk vacant. Adopted. 
Also, from the same committee, reported a resolu­ 
tion abolishing the office of Outside Page to the 
Senate and Scrgeant-at-Arms to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Johnson moved to lay the resolution over 
until Monday next. 
The motion prevailed. 
ASSEMBLY MESSAGES. 
The Senate took up the Assembly messages, as 
follows: 
Senate Bill No. 56—An Act to amend Section 751 
of the Political Code, relative to Deputy Clerks of 
the Supreme Court. 
On motion of Mr. H ittell, it was referred back to 
the Assembly, so that the amendments might be 
properly designated. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 
Bills were introduced, read first time at length 
and referred as follows: 
By Mr. Watson—An Act to establish and support 
a bureau of Labor and Land Statistics. [Establishes 
the Board at Sacramento and provides its duties, 
etc.] Committee on Labor and Capital. 
By Mr. Langford—An Act to regulate riparian 
rights. [Accompanied by a memorial from D. A. 
Learned.] Committee on Irrigation, Water Rights 
and Drainage. 
by Mr. E n o s—An Act to establish a simple and 
inexpensive procedure in civil eases. [Provides an 
entire new system of practice in civil cases, under 
which litigants may proceed if they desire ] Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary. 
By Mr. Kane—An Act to regulate the cleaning of 
streets in cities and towns of the State of California. 
[Provides that all street work shall be done by 
manual a..d hand labor, and that no patented ma­ 
chine or street-sweeping machine shall be used.] 
Committee on City and Town Governments. 
SECOND READING OK BILLS. 
The Senate took up the general file for the second 
reading of billa, and disposed of the following : 
Senate Bill No. 55—An Act fixing the cou>)>ensa- 
tion of members, officers and employes of the Legis­ 
lature (by Mr. Zuck)—was taken tip, and the sub­ 
stitute offered by the Committee on Judiciary read 
by sections. 
Mr. W en d e l l moved to recommit the bill, with 
Senate Bill No. 103—An Act to amend Sectio s 245, 
248 and 249 of the Political Code, relating to clerks 
of the Senate and Assembly (by Mr. Satterwbite) 
to report another bill. 
The motion prevailed. 
Assembly Bill No. 18—An Act to repeal Section 
420 of the Penal Code (bv Mr. Sinon)—-was read a 
second time and ordered on file. 
Senate Bill No. 94—An Act to amend Sections 265 
and 266 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to 
ministerial officers of the Supreme Court (by Air. 
Hittell) -was read a second time, considered as in 
Committee of the Whole, amendments of Committee 
on Judiciary adopted, and bill ordered engrossed. 
Senate Bil* No. 141—An Act to amend Chapters 
II. and III., of Title XIII., of Part II., of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, and each and every'section of 
said Chapters II. and III., and to substitute new 
Chapters II. and III., to take the place thereof in 
said Code, relating to appeals in civil actions (by Mr. 
Hittell) - was read a second time and considered as 
in Committee of the Whole. Amen iments of the 
Committee on Judiciary adopted and bill ordered 
engrossed. 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 17— Relative to 
exemption of steam plows from import duty (by Mr. 
Davisy considered as in Committee of the Whole. 
Amendment of Committee on Agriculture adopted 
and resolution ordered engrossed. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
Mr. S a t tb r w h ite offered a resolution allowing 
Senator C. C. Conger §1,000 out of the Contingent 
Fund of the Senate for expenses incurred by him in 
the contested election case of Conroy vs. Couger. 
Referred to the Committee on Elections. 
Mr. Kane offered a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a Committee of Inquiry to investi­ 
gate the new City Hall matter in San Francisco, 
with |>ower to send for persous and paiicrs, employ 
a short-hand reporter, clerk and sergeant-at-arms, 
to take testimony, etc. 
Mr. Enos believed that the Senate had no juris­ 
diction in the case under the new Constitution, and 
he moved to indefinitely postpone the resolution. 
Mr. K a n e urged the adoption of the resolution 
warmly, lie held that there had been gigantic 
frauds connected with the building of the new City 
Ilall, and he wanted a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. The swindling operations there had 
been covered up long enough, and he wanted a com­ 
mittee appointed that would have power to go to the 
bottom ot it and drag the corruption t j the light of 
day. He believed the Senate possessed the power 
and ought to exercise it. 
Mr. ¡sears said there was grave doubt whether the 
Senate had jursidiction, and moved to amend the 
motion by referring it to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. Enos accepted the amendment. 
The motiou prevailed.

Mr. Maybell moved to lay the motion ou the 
table. Lost. 
Mp. T y l er moved to make it a special order for 
Friday next. Lost. 
The motion to reconsider was lost. 
Mr. Tyler moved to reconsider the vote b> which 
Assembly Bill No. 5S was defeated. 
Mr. T y l er explained the wording of the bill, and 
showed that the same law is on the statute books of 
other States. It is a law to compel every man to 
pay his taxes, so that the rich cannot crawl out of 
some little loophole, by reason of a t not being 
crossed, or a dollar-mirk left out. These technicali­ 
ties are not taken advantage of by poor men, but by 
rich, which throwr un increased burden upon the 
small taxpayers. Under the present law the State 
buys in land for taxes, and the laud thereafter 
escapes taxation, because the State cannot tax her 
own land. He thought this bill ample to compel 
every man to pay his taxes. 
Mr. F e lto n seconded the motion to make it a 
special order, in order that all the reasons in favor 
of the bill may be heard. 
Mr. (Mat saiu the bill was not as good as the | 
Codes. It does not go as far as the Codes. He 
admitted that men shirk taxation, but this 
bill will effectully screen tba class of men. As a 
rule, real estate pays its taacs, but the evasions are 
on jiersonal property, and this bill leaves no oppor­ 
tunity to collect thuse personal taxes. The impor­ 
tant provision in the Code is left out in this bill, and 
an important safeguard is left out. The Codes are 
good enough as they stand, giving security to all. 
The proposed bill is not in the interest of the poor. 
The bill prop-ises to take aw^y all power to prove in 
open Conrt that the taxes were not levied according 
to law. He suspected that there was something in 
the bill not exhibited on the surface ; that theopcr 
ation of it might he that some man who has ob­ 
tained some sort of shadow of title to some property 
here would allow his land to be sold for taxes, and by 
having it bought in, th- reby make a valid title. He 
did uot think such a thing was intended by the 
author, however. 
Mr. Fox said the bill had been unanimously re­ 
ported back by the Judieiarj* Committee, and he w*ould 
state the reasons why they favored the bill. He 
complimented the Ingenuity of the gentlemen from 
San Francisco in his opposition to the bill. He 
thought Dr. May had made a mistake in bis 
choice of avocations, for be would h ve mate a most 
able lawyer But r- is known that a tax deed under 
the Codes is the most worthless piece of paper in the 


w orld. He begged to differ with the gentleman that 
rich men do not allow their taxes to become del n- 
quent. It was exactly the reverse. In the long de­ 
linquent lists it was the rich men’s names that ap­ 
pear, ar.'d the Sheriff’s hammer scarcely ever falls 
upon the homes of poor men. Millionaires often 
purposely let their property go to sale, because they 
intend to escape taxation by some technicality. He 
claimed the bill was a good one, and rev ewed the 
history of tax deeds to show how faulty and inade­ 
quate the laws have been. A valid tax deed, he 
said, would do more than all else to break up lauded 
estates. 
MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
A message was received from the Senate .announc­ 
ing the passage of Senate Concurrent Resolution 
No. 10, relating to the Franco-American treaty. 
THE DISCUSSION CONTINUED. 
Mr. C a m ero n said there were some things which 
he could not explain away. Suppose a man pays 
his taxes and takes his receipt. He still has to watch 
the pajiers, for if the clerk fails to note the payment 
on the books, the receipt is worthless. A man may 
come in a year after with a tax deed, which is made 
conclusive evidence. This is the proposition, and 
he wanted it answered before he could vote for the 
bill. A lot of speculators get together and form a 
ring, aud buy in the property, and no outsider has 
any chance to bid on the projHirt}’. If a man has 
the evidence in his hand that he has paid his taxes, 
that evidence should be conclusive against all pro­ 
ceedings. 
Mr. M cC arty of Lake 9aid we ought to arrive at 
a rule of equity in these matters. He had witnessed 
the practice as described by Mr. Cameron. Gener­ 
ally it is the poor man who fails to pay the tax, ow­ 
ing to various adverse circumstances. Sometimes a 
man has to leave his home and go elsewhere. He 
knew a man who moved away and last year sent the 
money to pay the taxes. It lacked 75 cents of being 
enough, aud the land was sold, and the man who 
had charge of the land bought it in, and the man 
had to pay $100 before he could get his home back. 
He cited other cases of a similar nature, and he op­ 
posed the passage of this bill because it is in the in­ 
terest of the rich, and of the speculators and Shy- 
locks. 
Mr. H ardy said the old law is much more strin­ 
gent than the proposed bill. He reviewed both, 
and compared the provisions of the proposed law 
with those of the Code. He claimed that it is the 
rich who refuse to pay taxes. Some j>ay under pro­ 
test, and others do not pay at all. The propo-ed bill 
does not go far enough, in the interest of the poor 
the reveuue laws should be made so elear that there 
could be no possibility of evasion. But this bill 
does not do that. This bill ought to be re-referred 
to the committee and made more stringent aud 
simple. 
Mr. F elton said the bill was crude and faulty. 
Mr. T ylkr said that the mere request of the au­ 
thor of a bill of this importance should be sufficient 
to cause a reconsideration. The bill would not have 
been defeated had it not been for the spite of a cer­ 
tain individual on the floor. He seemed to have o{>- 
posed the bill in retaliation for something else. 
The Chair called the gentleman to order. 
Mr. T y l e r said he wanted to show the motive for 
the opposition. He said there were 6,000 parcels of 
land sold in San Francisco last year. The gentle­ 
man had defended the poor widow. He thought if 
the widow’s black vail should be raised, perhaps the 
black whiskers of the millionaire or the lobbyist 
would be revealed. He said the suspicions of the 
gentleman from San Francisco were unworthy of 
consideration. He answered the arguments of the 
opponents seriatim and at considerable length, to 
show that they were not well founded. He did not 
want it defeated because he himself had introduced 
it, but on its merits. He would always vote for a 
bill on its merits, no matter who the author may be. 
Mr. bwF.ETLAND said h e w as opposed to th e bill, 
but w as in favor of giving th e a u th o r a chance. 
The motion to reconsider the vote was carried by 
41 votes and put the bill upnu the file.

Mr. B r o w n, from the Committee on Corporations, 
rei>orted back Assembly Bill No. 151—An Act to 
provide f or the organization of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners and to define their powers— with 
amendments, recommending passage as amended. 
Also, Assembly Bill No. 230—-An Act for the 
further protection of stockholders in mining cor­ 
porations—with amendments, recommending passage 
as amended. 
Also, Assembly Bills Nos. 147, 245 and 109, recom­ 
mending passage.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At 2 o’clock the Assembly took up the remaining 
reports of committees. 
The Committee on Enrollment reported that 
Assembly Bill No. 0—An Act to transfer the records 
and pajiers of the Courts to the Courts now exist­ 
ing—had been correctly’ enrolled and presented to 
the Governor for his approval. 
The Judiciary Committee, te» whom was referred 
the petition of Mrs. Knox Goodrich for the removal 
of her political disabilities, reported that the peti­ 
tioner is under no political disability which it is in 
the power of this Legislature to remove, and that 
there is no office, vocation, profession or business 
to which she may not aspire and adopt, but that it 
is not in the power of the Legislature to confer the 
privileges of an elector upon her. 
The Committee on Labor and Capital reported 
back Assembly Bill No. 117—an Act to secuie the 
payment of mechanics, laborers and material men 
for work done and material furnished on realty— 
and recommended its reference to the Judiciary' 
Committee. So referred. 
Also, Assembly Bill No. 154—for the regulation of 
convict labor and for the abolition of the contract 
system on public work—with the recommendation 
that it be referred to the State Prison Committee. 
So referred. 
The Committee on Mileage reported in favor of 
the payment of $84 mileage to Geo. W. Tyler, of the 
select committee to argue the question of the three 
readings of bills before the Supreme Court Adopted. 1 
The Committee on Public Morals reported in favor 
of the passage of Assembly Bill No. 134 as amended— 
an Act to regulate the hours for closing barber­ 
shops, bath-houses and hair dressing saloons on 
Sunday.

He had been unable to keep any sheep on his farm 
on account of the wild ainimals there. 
A Voice—What kind of wildcats were they? 
Mr. Cameron—Well,Jthey were a very bad breed 
of wildcats—for sheep. 
Mr. T y ler believed that the House ought to pav 
a great deal of resjiect to the bill. It had been re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Agriculture and they 
had approved it. More time had been wasted in 
discussing it than would pay for the scalps of all 
the animals to be killed the present year. In eleven 
months more we shall have another session of the 
Legislature. He hoped the substitute would be 
voted down and the bill, as reported back by the 
committee, he passed. If the law did not work well 
they could come back here in eleven months—that 
is, those members who will have escaped scalping 
by their constituents—and pass a law that would be 
satisfactory. 
The substitute was lost by the following vote : 
Ayes, 23; noes, 42. 
The bill w’as sent to print. 
At a quarter to five o’clock the House adjourned.

FICTITIOUS FORTY-NINERS IN NEW YORK 
AND THEIR COZENING HABITS. 


The World’s Fair—Prodigious Exactions 
of La-qryers—Tilden and His Presl- 
dent-Furchaslng Millions. 


N kw York, January 24, 18S0. 
The publication during the week of gi­ 
gantic railway operations, in the way of 
sales, leases aud combinations, has at­ 
tracted more notice than anything else, 
and been the prevailing topic, not in Wall 
street merely, hut in all business circles. 
While the main movers in these trans­ 
actions are naturally impelled by self­ 
interest, there is little doubt that they will 
redound to the benetit of the corporations 
and the general good. It is always so. 
Enlightened self-interest can rarely he 
gratified without advantage to the com­ 
munity. Most large enterprises under­ 
taken for personal gain result in profit to 
society. 
Telegraphs, railways and like 
works, though they may have been 
founded in the spirit of greed, often ac­ 
complish more desirable issues than any 
number of ethical systems, sermons, lec­ 
tures and benevolent plannings. 
In the late railway operations, a number 
of Californians were conspicuous, as they 
are very apt to he in most big things here. 
Not a tew of the longest purses and the 
longest heads among great New York 
financiers have been trained in your State, 
and it is generally conceded here that 
Montgomery street is fully as shrewd, far­ 
sighted and sagacious as Wall street, and 
that it has often beaten us at our own 
game. I heard a veteran capitalist of Ex­ 
change place say, the other day, “ What 
these Californians don’t know isn't worth 
knowing. 
Ihey’re a dreadfully wide­ 
awake lot. To keep even with them, it 
will not do for a man to get up early in the 
morning, he must sit up all night.” 
SPURIOUS ARGONAUTS. 
Californians are, as you know, very clan­ 
nish. 
They recognize and feel kindly 
toward one another, the world over, sim­ 
ply from the fact of their present or past 
relation to the Golden State. They hold 
that to have been a Californian, how­ 
ever short a time, is always to be 
a Caliiornian. 
I am acquainted with 
men that talk of being forty-niners, 
or Argonauts, who went out to the Pacific 
coast during the first gold excitement, 
stayed a few weeks, sponged on their ac­ 
quaintances, borrowed money to return 
East, never paid it hack, and have not 
seen California since. There are a good 
many of this sort here. They seem to live 
chiefly by their pseudo argonautism, for 
they are constantly approaching the better 
sort of Californians, permanent or tern- 
porary residents, with a view to negotiate 
loans by hypothecating their word and as­ 
suming that it is the very best security. 
Millionaires of the C. P. Huntington, Jas. 
R. Keene and D. 0. Mills stamp are so 
overrun with such fellows that they have 
to take measures for their own protection. 
As yon may infer, many of the forty-niners 
are spurious. They have been in San Fran­ 
cisco or Sacramento some time, have 
learned the names of prominent citizens, 
picked up considerable local information, 
and on this they are prepared to do an 
active business in borrowing. 
These shams deem it the strongest rec­ 
ommendation and a guarantee of favorto de­ 
clare to anyone who has lived in your 
State, “ I am an old Californian. My 
name is John I)oe. You ought to know 
me. I have been unlucky. I want to 
borrow a little money. Shall be able to 
return it very soon. Got a big thing in 
prospect. You’ll help me I’m sure. Cali­ 
fornia's 
THE LAND OF BIG HEARTS. 
When I want aid, I know where to come." 
Applications of this sort are stereotyped. 
They uo longer move the men to whom 
they have been made again and again ; but 
they still have their effect on mere sojourn­ 
ers hailing from the other side of the con­ 
tinent. Few Californians stay here even for 
a few weeks, without encounterinj some of 
these “ dead-beats ”—for they are nothing 
else—and opening their pocket-books for 
their benefit. When arrivals at the inns 
are published in the newspapers, coupled 
with San Francisco, Sacramento, Stockton, 
San Jose or Marysville, the arrivers are 
pretty certain to be visited by some mem­ 
ber of the chronically “ hard-up ” class, 
and petitioned for a loan. The people of 
your State have such a reputation for gen­ 
erosity that they are continually called on 
to sustain it by giving—in the name of 
lending—to worthless people. 
“ I don’t know,” said an ex-resjdent of 
San Francisco lately, “ how much it costs 
me a year to have lived in California ; but 
I am obliged to pay regular contributions 
for my Pacific slope experiences.” 
An Argonaut, now permanently settled 
here, told me, a few weeks since, that he 
had given up going to California celebra­ 
tions. “ I meet delightful fellows there ; 
but then I am very likely to meet also some 
of the vagabonds who borrow money on 
the strength of being forty-niners. I’ve lent 
thousands of dollars to them ; but I don't 
intend to lend any more. A good many 


Californians are of my mind, having had 
my experience. They feel that they can’t 
afford the luxury of California celebrations 
with the dead-beats thrown in. 
I’m in­ 
clined to believe that the dead beats often 
get up dinners with the deliberate purpose 
of operating on the men of means expected 
to be present. It is a shame. 
I love Cal­ 
ifornia and Californians ; but I don’t in­ 
clude among those the humbugging, 
swindling forty-niners.” 
THE GERMAN 
Is more than ever in vogue this season. A 
German is given every evening or two at 
some of the fashionable houses here, and 
conducted with a will and energy worthy 
of a better cause. It is, to me, so very 
dull and tiresome a dance that I marvel 
how it ever became a favorite. W hat it 
has in the way of recommendation I can­ 
not see. It must he liked because it is 
fashiouable. I have seen delicate young 
women keep at it unflaggingly until dawn. 
How they had the strength to hold out, 
puzzles me. 
When it was over, they 
looked fagged enough ; but they sat down 
with a glow of triumph, conspicuous 
through their air of fatigue, evidently con­ 
vinced that they had performed a high 
modish duty. The German has been prev­ 
alent here for a number of years ; but 
until recently it has been on the wane. 
Now it has broken out again with em­ 
broidered fury, and any number of pretty 
and agreeable girls are sacrificing their 
nervous force to its ravages. 
They have 
not the stamina to exercise, or study, or 
do any one of a Score of wholesome things, 
but they can execute the German six nights 
in a week. 
W hat marvelous fortitude 
women show in the sacred cause of 
fashion ! 
It is not the young alone who take part 
in the German. Usually, in New \o rk 
society, all the dancing is done by girls of 16 
to 22 or 23, and men inside of 30. Mar­ 
riage is apt to put af: end to dancing, and 
parenthood closes it completely. It is not 
so with the German. Some of the men 
who lead it are 50 or more ; have gray 
hair; are grandfathers. Thurlow Weed 
and Peter Cooper have uot yet been seen 
whirling around spacious drawing-rooms. 
But if they were addicted to society they 
probably would he. If not very supple or 
graceful, their age qualifies them—as the 
present fashion is—to lead the German. 
On the great day, when all things shall be 
revealed, we shall, perhaps, he informed 
as to the occult fascination of that formal, 
dreary measure. 
THE WORLD’S FAIR, 
To held here in 1883, is still much talked 
of, 
and 
a number of preliminary 
meetings on the subject have already 
been held. 
Since the announcement 
that the Germans have relinquished 
their idea of a fair the same year, 
and since our commercial future promises 
to be so prosperous, many persons are in 
favor of the exhibition who were not be­ 
fore. 
As yet, however, there Í3 no en­ 
thusiasm on the subject. A great many 
intelligent people think—not without 
reason—that world’s fairs have been 
overdone ; that the public has lost interest 
in them ; that they present little variety, 
and that anything short of a great success 
would be national mortification. 
The 
Philadelphia Exhibition exceeded our 
fondest anticipations. It was a credit to 
the country; it helped us in a hundred 
ways ; it is a source of justifiable pride. 
But is not 1883 too soon after 1876? That 
is the vital question. 
A world’s fair once in twenty years is 
believed by any quantity of sagacious per­ 
sons to be sufficient for the world. Lon­ 
don, Paris, Vienna, not to speak of New 
York and Philadelphia, have given, it is 
held, both hemispheres a surfeit of the 
tiling. The opinion may be wrong, never­ 
theless. The fair of 1S83 is too far off to 
appeal to the multitude. They may take 
to it very kindly when it is nearer at hand. 
Some of the men concerned in the move­ 
ment are among our wealthiest, most 
liberal and most enterprising citizens, and 
will be unlike themselves it they do not 
push the scheme vigorously. If New York 
becomes duly aroused in the matter, I have 
no doubt of the result. She knows that 
she cannot afford to fail; that her reputa­ 
tion as the capital of the nation will he at 
stake. If the subject continues uuder dis­ 
cussion through this year, it will be plain 
that the intent is cordial and earnest. At 
present, however, it Í9 useless to deny that 
wide-spread apathy prevails. 
ENORMOUS LEGAL FEES. 
The enormous fees paid to lawyers is 
periodically discussed here, and the fact 
usually awakens indignation. Why should 
they he paid so much more than any other 
class of men, professional or commercial ? 
Some city attorneys get fabulous prices. 
There have been repeated instances in this 
city in which vast estates have been swal­ 
lowed up by the barristers, who appear 
often to he little better than highway rob­ 
bers. Such men as S. L. M. Barlow, David 
Dudley Field, Samuel J. Tilden, Clarkson 
N. Potter, Edwin H. Stoughton and Chas. 
O'Conor have amassed great wealth by their 
profession, their fees in single cases reach­ 
ing from §100,000 to §210,000. I have 
heard that in the suit of Cornelius J. 
Vanderbilt against Win. H. Vanderbilt to 
break the dead Commodore’s will, which 
suit was finally compromised, the counsel 
for Wm. H. actually made out a hill for 
§500,000. It was not paid, I hear, but 
something like §200,000 was paid. Corne­ 
lius J.’s counsel got from him, as the story 
goes, §200,000, which he could perhaps 
afford to give, because he would have re­ 
ceived nothing without their assistance. 
Such figures seem au absurd exaggeration, 
though I doubt if they are. Au eminent 
advocate frequently receives for one fee 
what most men would regard as riches. 
There are, it is said, 5,000 or 6,000 attor­ 
neys here. The great majority barely con­ 
trive to live ; hut as many as 100 get, 
though they do not earn, from §50,000 to 
§250,000 annually for labor altogether dis- 
proportioned to the compensation. If law­ 
yers are, as is contended, a necessary evil, 
they are a magnificently over-remunerated 
evil. I am acquainted with people of good 
judgment who would take fifty cents on 
the dollar of any claim rather than appeal 
to the Courts. In the long run they would, 
I am sure, save money. 
VARIETIES. 
Private letters say that Bret Harte in­ 
tends to resign his Consular agency at 
Korefeld, and return home on account of 
ill-health. Germany docs not agree with 
him, and he has been far from well for sev­ 
eral years past. 
His literary career in the 
East is believed to have been a bitter dis­ 
appointment to him, and his diplomatic 
experience abroad has by no means met his 
expectations. 
Denis Kearney, the sand-Iot demagogue, 
has not helped himself or hit cause by his 
present trip to the Atlantic coast. Some 
of those who have hitherto regarded him 
favorably do not so regard him now. 
Prof. John Fiske, of Cambridge, who is 
lecturing here on “America’s Place in His­ 
tory.” is a son of the present Mrs. Edwin 
H. Stoughton by a previous marriage. He 
talks, it is said, of making his home in 
New York. 
Samuel J. Tilden is now reported to he 
worth fully $10,000,000, and to be willing 
to spend a clean half of it in his renewed 
effort for the Presidency. Tilden is ter­ 
ribly in earnest on that, to him, engrossing 
subject. 
The collision on the Metropolitan Ele­ 
vated Railway, by which an engine with 
seven laborers was thrown from the track 
to the ground, has alarmed the public and 
greatly disturbed the managers, who have 
always declared such an accident impossi­ 
ble. 
. . 
Several of oUr prominent physicians 
who have been in consultation lately 
about longevity, give it as their pro­ 
fessional opinion that no man can live 
more than 106 years, and that there has 
been no well-accredited instance to the 
contrary.

The State Senate yesterday adjourned at noon for 
lack of business. The file had been gone through 
and all the work of that body cleared up. 
The 
various committees were in session in the afternoon. 
In the Assembly yesterday the resolution in rela­ 
tion to the Franco-American treaty was adopted, 
and other business transacted. 


Senate Bill No. 207, entitled “ An Act 
to provide for the maintenance, government 
and discipline of the State Prison and its 
branches, of the State of California,” is a 
bill, the obscurity and crudity of which 
first appear in its title, and remain with 
the measure to the end. 
I t is undoubtedly 
a well-intentioned act, but throughout it 
illustrates the appositeness of our ad­ 
vice to the Legislature to do nothing hastily 
in this connection. 
Senator Sears lias not 
brought to the task he has undertaken 
either a clear apprehension of w hat the 
Constitution prescribes, of w hat the situa­ 
tion requires, or of w hat he himself seeks. 
The bill follows the Constitution as far as 
providing for the appointm ent of Di­ 
rectors, and the appointment, by them, 
of 
W arden and Clerks. 
Section 5, giv­ 
ing the Directors the power to remove 
the W arden and Clerks for misconduct 
incompetency or neglect of duty, may also 
be said to follow the Constitution, but it 
ought to contain a provision similar to 
that of Section 1, for the preferring of 
w ritten charges in all such cases, and for 
the open hearing of them. 
The object of 
such provisions is to prevent the removal 
of W ardens or Clerks for political causes, 
which could easily be done under the bill 
as it stands, the Directors being made the 
sole judges of the cause of removal, and 
being under no obligation to give detailed 
reasons for their action. 
It is evident that 
legislation should be directed to making 
the office of W arden at least as permanent 
as the conduct of the officer holding it 
w arrants, and that partisanship ought to 
be shut out as completely as possible. In re­ 
gard to the appointment of the other officers 
of the prisons, Mr. Sears is confused. 
The 
language of the Constitution 
is plain 
enough on this head. 
I t says th at the 
Board shall ‘1 appoint the W arden and 
“ Clerk, and determine the other necessary 
“ officers of the prisons. 
* 
* 
* 
^11 
“ other officers and employes of the prisons 
“ shall be appointed by the W arden there- 
“ of, and he removed at his pleasure.” The 
Board therefore can only decide what other 
officers there shall be. 
It cannot appoint 
one of them. 
That is left to the W arden. 
The Constitution is violated by Paragraph 
9 
of Section 7, which empowers the 
Board to “ employ competent artisans and 
“ mechanics for the purpose of teaching 
“ and instructing the convicts in any 
“ branch of business which may be carried 
“ on in the prisons.” Clearly the W arden 
alone is authorized to appoint such persons. 


OPPOSITION TO PROGRESS. 


A meeting of ship-owners was held in 
San Francisco on Tuesday to 
protest 
against the passage of Senate Bill No. 
53, which provides for 
the establish­ 
m ent of a Board of Nautical Examiners for 
the port of San Francfsco, for the exam­ 
ination of masters and mates of sea-goiug 
sailing vessels owned in this State. 
This 
measure was roundly denounced at the 
meeting, but upon grounds which do not 
say much for the enlightenment of the 
protestants. 
Captain Nelson, according to 
one report, “ said that the owners wanted 
“ men to command their vessels who knew 
“ the rocks and trees along the coast—not 
“ old ship captains who were afraid of land 
“ when they saw it. 
They did not want 
“ men to run their vessels ashore by the 
“ chronometer, hut men who would keep 
“ their weather-eye open for kelp ; in fact, 
“ they desired 
to conduct their own 
“ affairs in their own 
way, 
and not 
“ to 
be 
kept under the thum b 
of 
“ the inariDe underw riters.” 
Translated 
into English this means that the ship­ 
owners of 
San Francisco w ant to be 
allowed to employ as incompetent oilicer3 
as they choose, and that they do not want 
to be forced to take rational precautions for 
the security of the property which, never­ 
theless, they expect the marine under­ 
writers to pay for if it is lost. 
Captain 
Nelson expressed the sage opinion that t he 
real advocates of the bill were “ a lot of 
“ old broken-down shell-backs, who sat 
“ in their finely-furnished offices up-town 
“ and spun long yarns about the distance 
“ from some given star to the N orth pole.” 
In short, the opposition to the hill was the 
opposition of ignorance to knowledge, of 
tradition-encrusted conservatism to pro­ 
gress, of fossilism to improvement. It is per­ 
fectly certain that no harm can be done 
by requiring that men who undertake the 
command of vessels shall understand their 
business. 
The underwriters have a right 
to insist upon this, and the Legislature 
cannot with any pretense of justice refuse 
their demand. 
Of course it is evident that 
the examination of masters and mates can 
be made to include all the local knowledge 
upon which Captain Nelson insists, but the 
proposition that men are the more tru st­ 
worthy the less they know of their calling, 
which that worthy colleague of Captain 
C uttle puts forward, cannot be seriously 
maintained. 
Boards of Nautical Examin­ 
ers have been adopted in all the principal 
ports of the civilized world, and their 
value is too firmly established to be ques­ 
tioned now by these old fogy ship-owners 
of San Francisco. 


GERMAN POLICE IN RUSSIA. 


A dispatch states th at the Bussian Gov­ 
ernm ent, finding its native police quite 
useless in tracking the Nihilists, has sent 
to the Baltic Provinces for a large number 
of German police, to take their places. 
If 
this report is true, the result can scarcely 
be anything else than a great intensifica­ 
tion of the hatred which has been growing 
for years between Russians and Germans. 
This animosity had its origin in the fact 
th a t the German civilization was greatly 
in advance of the Russian. 
Recognizing 
this, the Russian Government encouraged 
the settlem ent in Russia of German manu­ 
facturers, 
artizaos, 
professional 
men, 
teachers, 
etc., and gradually 
Germans 
supplanted 
Russians in a considerable 
number of Government positions. 
To the 
masses this had little significance, hut the 
claes from whose ranks Nihilism is re­ 
cruited, that is to say, the middle class, 
was precisely the one which had always 
felt the German invasion keenly as a na­ 
tional degradation. 
The employment of 
German police at St. Petersburg is certain 
to aggravate this feeling greatly, and it 
may have more im portant consequences in 
spreading the hatred of Germany far 
and wide among the common people. 
In 
the 
event of 
a successful 
popu­ 
lar 
uprising 
in 
the 
near 
future 
such an influence might determine the 
country upon plunging into war w ith Ger­ 
many. 
Should that war be brought on 
under the present dynasty the sentiment 
now being created will em bitter the people. 
I t is indeed possible th at the Government 
has acted in this m atter with a purposeful 
design to stir up ill-blood between the two 
races, for it is becoming more apparent 
constantly th at Russia’s domestic distrac­ 
tions are calculated to drive the Govern- 
m m t into foreign war as Louis Napoleon 
wae driven. 


In his desire to prevent corruption in 
any form Mr. Sears has so tied up the Di­ 
rectors that it is questionable whether they 
could perform their duties under this bill. 
For example, they are expressly prohibited 
from acting as agents for prison affairs, yet 
they are required to establish an elaborate 
scheme of manufactures at the prisons. 
Let us suppose th at they determine upon 
the manufacture of jute, as suggested by 
Governor Perkins. 
It would then be nec­ 
essary to send some one to examine and re­ 
port upon the whole su b ject; to visit the 
jute manufactories at Dundee ; to ascertain 
the cost of machinery ; to find out the ca­ 
pacity of the m ark et; to learn the business, 
in short. N aturally one of the Board could 
perform this work better than an outsider, 
but to 
do so would be to act as 
agent for the prisoners, and this the Act 
forbids. 
Again, the bill surrounds the 
W arden with the most embarrassing red 
tape regulations and restrictions. 
It un­ 
dertakes to instruct him as to his duty in a 
gratuitously officious and meddling way. 
I t requires him to make two or three an­ 
nual reports ; to keep daily memoranda 
of all complaints made by convicts; to 
submit all his rules to the Board, and to 
he debarred from making any rules for 
more than thirty days ; to keep a daily 
journal as well as memoranda, on a scale 
which, as the Board is required to read it 
all at every monthly meeting, would ex­ 
tend these meetings to a week each, 
at the most moderate estimate. 
The 
W arden is required to make an an­ 
nual report in November, and another 
in Decem ber; for w hat reason nobody 
but Mr. Scars can imagine. 
Among the 
most fantastic provisions is one requiring 
visitors to be adm itted to the prison on 
payment of 25 cents ; thus converting the 
misery of human beings into a show. 
An­ 
other most objectionable provision takes 
the power of excluding certain classes of 
visitors out of the hands of the W arden, 
and thus lessens his authority. 
That pow­ 
er ought to be altogether in his hands, 
since the security of the prison depends 
on him, and since he must know best when 
it is injudicious to admit anyone. Another 
curious clause provides th at “ no person 
“ shall, w ithout the consent of the W ar- 
“ den, bring into or carry out of the prison 
“ any letter, or writing, or information to 
“ or from any convict.” According to this 
the W arden would have to examine every­ 
one entering or leaving the prison, and 
must make them tell him w hat they were 
going to say to the convicts, or what the 
convicts had said to them. 
'W ithout the 
aid of rack or thumbscrews we fear this 
would prove a difficult mode of obtaining 
information. 


ford a basis for elastic and liberal legisla­ 
tion, and th at is what is wanted here. 
All th at is absolutely necessary, we may 
say, is to make sure th at no opportunities 
for peculation or corruption in any form 
are afforded to any one about the prisons. 
T hat effect xl, the largest freedom of ac­ 
tion should he secured both to the W arden 
and the Board, 
l-et them be held to a 
strict accountability, but give them scope 
to work in, and do not entangle them 
w ith red-tape. 


THE SALMON FISHERY. 


The language of the bill is frequently 
obscure, and the grammar chaotic. 
For 
example, 
Section 
9 reads 
th at “ The 
“ W arden shall appoint and employ such 
“ guards as the precaution and discipline 
“ and safe-keeping of the prisoners may 
“ require, and arm and equip the same.” 
W hether in this clause “ arm and equip 
“ the same ” applies to the prisoners or the 
guards, it is not easy to ascertain, but it is 
clear th at a mistake on such a point might 
be very unfortunate. 
In short the bill is, 
as we said at the outset, very crudely and 
hastily drawn, and a candid analysis of its 
provisions satisfies us that more than half 
of 
them 
are 
either 
wholly 
super­ 
fluous or calculated to do more harm than 
good. 
Before any legislation is had on 
this 
subject the Board of Prison Di­ 
rectors ought to be consulted. 
I t must 
be 
remembered 
th at the 
success or 
failure of the prison administration will 
be laid to their account hereafter, and this 
fact alone shews the injustice of hampering 
them with clumsy and ill-considered rules, 
based upon no experience, hap-hazard, and 
not seldom grotesque or mischievous. 
The 
authority of the W arden, under th at of the 
Board, should, moreover, be practically su­ 
preme. 
He should be authorized to make 
his own regulations, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the Board, and there should not 
be two separate sets of rules and two con­ 
flicting jurisdictions in the prison, as this 
bill allows. 
W hatever reforms are insti­ 
tuted must be based upon experience, and 
Senator Sears has in several instances so 
contrived that it would be difficult or even 
impossible to rectify abuses. 
The bill 
abounds in defects in 
detail, 
as 
we 
have shown, bnt 
it is also radically 
wrong in its scope, and before it can be 
made to suit the actual requirements of the 
case it would have to be reconstructed. 
The constitutional provisions in regard to 
the government of prisons are themselves 
crude and clumsy, but at least they af­ 


The fishermen ask the Legislature to 
repeal the law prescribing the close season. 
Tne Fish Commissioners state in their re­ 
port th at the close season is not loog 
enough now, and in proof of this they refer 
to the fact th at salmon full of ripe eggs 
have been sold in the San Francisco mar­ 
kets after the expiration of the season. 
W e believe the Commissioners in prefer­ 
ence to the fishermen, seeing th at the la t­ 
ter arc controlled by self-interest, while the 
former are governed entirely by regard for 
the public welfare. 
The Commissioners 
say that the close season even now is 
not faithfully kept, but that large quanti­ 
ties of fish are taken by night, and that 
the supply of fish in the hotels and res­ 
taurants never fails. 
The Commissioners 
have been unable to do anything towards 
checking this defiance of the law, owing 
to the apathy of local officials, who fear 
to offend the lawbreakers lest they should 
incur their political enmity. The implica­ 
tions of this part of the report are disgrace­ 
ful to the derelict officials, and constitute a 
serious impeachment of our form of gov­ 
ernment. The Commissioners recommend 
that the sea lions and seals about the Golden 
Gate be destroyed or driven away, as they 
consumemore fish than all the fishermen put 
together. 
In view of the showing made 
by the Commissioners, the Legislature 
can find no warrant for repealing the law 
fixing the close season, and nothing of that 
kind should be attempted. 


MORE TESTIMONY. 


Superintendent Patterson, of the United 
States Coast Survey, has w ritten a letter 
to Congressman Berry on the subject of 
the changes in Suisun and San Pablo Bays, 
caused by the flow of mining debris. 
He 
says a careful computation shows th at be­ 
tween 1SG7 and 1S7S an amount of ma­ 
terial equal to 25,000,000 cubic yards was 
deposited in Suisun Bay. 
He states that 
San Pablo Bay has also been shoaled 1A 
feet in the same period. 
He is convinced 
that the constant deposit of debris in the 
future m ust destroy the channel through 
the Golden Gate by causing the bar to 
build up until there is no more than 5 feet 
at mean low water. 
This condition may 
be long in coming, but he is satisfied th at 
the debris is competent to produce it 
eventually.

TIic P en n sy lv a n ia itepnliU rnn State Con­ 
v en tio n . 
H akhisbuhc, February 4th.—The Repub­ 
lican State Convention met in the Opera 
House at noon, and was called to order by 
Chairman Hooten, of tiie State Central Com­ 
mittee. 
S. H. Miller, of Mercer, moved that Rus­ 
sell E rrett be appointed temporary Chair­ 
man. 
General Albright moved to substitute the 
name of Geo. V. Lawrence. 
A vote was taken, and resulted in E rrett’s 
receiving 158 and Lawrence 92—victory for 
the Graut people. 
I t was decided that a committee of one 
from eacli Senatorial District be appointed 
on Resolutions, and Committees on Contested 
Seats and 1’ermanent Organization were also 
appointed. 
Cessna offered a resolution that a commit­ 
tee of nine be appointed to report, subject to 
approval, a list of delegates, with their alter­ 
nates, to the Chicago Convention, and a list 
of Electors. 
After consulting with delegations from va­ 
rious districts, Stewart, of Franklin. offered 
the following amendment: 
Resolved, That a committee of one from each 
Congressional District he appointed, whose duty it 
will lie to report to the Convention the names of four 
delegates at large to the National Convention, and 
two Electors at large, and also a list of district del­ 
egates to the National Convention, who are to be 
chosen by delegates from the respective districts, in­ 
cluding in their teport the names of those persons 
who have already been chosen as delegates from 
their respective districts by the action of the peo­ 
ple thereof. 
Both resolutions were, however, with­ 
drawn, and the Convention took a recess for 
an hour. 
AFTER RECESS. 
Upon reassembling, the Committee on Con­ 
tested Seats made a report, which was 
adopted. 
Cessna’s resolution was reintroduced, and 
Stewart at once moved to amend it as indi­ 
cated before recess. 
He spoke earnestly in 
favor of his amendments, basing his argu­ 
ment on the fact, as he put it, that the Con­ 
vention had no more right to nominate dele 
gates to the Chicago Convention than it had 
to select Congressmen to represent the people 
of each district. The amendment of Stewart 
was lost—100 to 150—and the resolution as 
originally offered was adoped. 
FOR AND AGAINST GRANT. 
The following was then introduced by 
Kerr : 
Resolved, That the delegates elected to the Re­ 
publican National Convention from this State are 
hereby instiucted to support fur the presidential 
nomination General I . 2S. Grant, ami to vote asa 
unit on all questions that may coine before the Con­ 
ven* ion. 
Stone offered the following amendment: 
Resolved, That while we pledge ourteives to sup­ 
port the Republican party, we see no good reason 
for abandoning the position taken by the party in 
our own aud other states in 1576, of opposition to 
a third presidential term, and we hereby indorse 
and realrtnnthe resolution passed in this city in 
1S76 upon this question. 
Senator Kerr argued in favor of his resolu­ 
tion, and traced the course of the Democratic 
party as it appeared to the Republicans. He 
thought General Grant was the proper and 
only man who should get the nomination, and 
concluded his remarks with an ap[ieal to all 
to support him. 
General Albright replied to Senator Kerr’s 
remarks. 
He believed Grant was sincere in 
his undertakings, had done great service, 
both civil and military, but he did not think 
lie was the only man who could lead the Re­ 
publican party to victory. He did not be­ 
lieve there was any danger to the country in 
a third term, but he believed that Washburn, 
Sherman or Blaine could carry the suffrages 
of the people. He did not believe in instruct­ 
ing the delegates to Chicago for any man. 
The resolution was further opposed by 
General Koontz, Darlington, Harvey and 
Wolfe, w hile Moreland and Bingham favored 
it. 
The speeches of the anti-Grant people were 
all from the Blaine point of view, and no 
other names besides Grant and Blaine were 
mentioned at all, except in the remarks of 
Albright. 
Stone, after arguing strongly in favor of 
his amendment, withdrew it, and Strong of 
Tioga offered another, to w it: “ To strike 
out the name of U. S. Grant, and insert that 
of James G. Blaine.” 
On a vote bv yeas and nays, Strong’s 
amendment was lost—95 to 154—several of 
the Blaine people voting against it on the 
ground that it was not proper to instruct a 
delegation for any one. 
The question then recurred on the original 
resolution, or rather that part of it which in­ 
structed the Chicago delegates to vote for 
Grant. 
Again the ayes and noes were ordered, and 
showed a vote of 133 in favor of and 113 
against that portion of the resolution. 
The second portion of the resolution, in­ 
structing the delegation to vote as a unit, was 
then adopted by a viva voce vote. 
A. S. Olmstead was made Permanent 
Chairman. 
NOMINATIONS—RECESS; 
Nominations for Auditor-General being in 
order, the names of John A. Lemon an d J. 
A. M. Passmore were placed before the Con­ 
vention, and a recess was taken until 7:30. 
L'pon reassembling, the ayes and noes 
were taken on tiie nomination for Auditor- 
General, and Lemon was declared the choice 
of the Convention by 158 to 93. The nomina­ 
tion was made uuanimous. 
DELEGATES CHOSEN. 
The committee to name Delegates to the 
Chicago Convention and to name Presiden­ 
tial Electors made a report, which was 
adopted.

lion. Henry Greene was unanimously nom­ 
inated for Judge of the Supreme Court. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
The resolutions are substantially the same 
as sent last night. They declare that in view 
of the recent events in Maine and in the 
Southern States, they reaffirm adhesion to 
the principles of the union of States, with 
equal rights, protection of personal liberty 
and property of citizens, in whatever section 
they may be ; free thought, speech and press, 
irrespective of color or religion ; a free and 
pure ballot, thoroughly protected ; honesty in 
elections; infamy for an illegal voter ; whoever 
deprives a citizen of his vote or of the legal 
effect of his vote is a traitor to the Govern­ 
ment ; there must be an honest count and an 
honest return of whoever is elected, free 
from all attempts to defraud the people of 
their choice through technicalities or by the 
arbitrary rejection of their votes ; they con­ 
gratulate the Maine Bepublicang upon the 
peaceful and successful resistance to the at­ 
tempt to steal their State ; regret the grow­ 
ing tendency to throw aside an election on 
technicalities and informalities ; thank the 
national Senators and _ Representatives for 
their opposition 6o the State rights’ doctrines 
of the Democratic members. 
The State Committee is empowered to re­ 
place any Elector on the ticket, who may be 
found to be legally disqualified, with au- 
another. 
After appointing a State Committee the 
Convention adjourned sine die. 


THREATS AND COUNTER THREATS. 
New Y ork, February 4th.—The Post's 
Harrisburg special says: Senator Cameron 
was about the hotel all night, endeavoring to 
arrange a compromise, bnt hLs efforts havo 
been of no avail, except in a few individnal 
cases. Cameron insists on carrying out his 
original plan of instructing the delegation to 
vote as a unit for Grant. Thrc .gh his 
lieutenants this morning, Cameron freely 
makes the threat that if the Blaine men go 
on with their fight in the Convention, not a 
Blaine man will be allrwed in the Chicago 
delegation. The Blaine folks make a counter 
threat that in that event they will go back to 
their districts, elect delegates by a popular 
vote of the party, and appeal directly to the 


Chicago Convention for recognition. 
They 
say this would destroy the moral force of the 
Cameron packed delegation. 
A d airs a l I lie N ational C apital. 
[Special to the Rkcord-Umon.] 
W ashington, February 4th.—Immediately 
after going into executive session this after­ 
noon the Senate took up the nomination of 
John M. Morton as Collector of Internal Rev­ 
enue for the First District of California, and 
Senator Voorliees, who reported it from the 
Finance Committee, proceeded to address the 
Senate in advocacy of its confirmation. 
He 
eulogized Mr. Morton as a young man of un­ 
blemished character, entirely competent to 
fill the office, a citizen of San Francisco, 
whose name had been upon their voting reg­ 
ister for eight years, aud who enjoyed the 
confidence and respect of all persons who 
knew him. In evidence of his good standing 
in the community, Mr. Yoorhees referred to 
the telegraphic memorial recently received 
from San Francisco, and argued that it would 
be grossly unjust for the Senate to affix the 
stigma ot rejection to so deserving a man and 
so honorable a name. 
Senator Booth replied in a speech of about 
twenty minutes’ duration, calmly but very 
earnestly setting forth the main grounds of 
opposition to Morton’s confirmation, namely : 
his lack of identification with the people of 
California aud his want of proper business 
training or experience to fit him for the im­ 
portant office for which, in the face of the 
united protest of the entire California dele­ 
gation, and without a single antecedent re­ 
quest or recommendation from California, lie 
had been so surprisingly nominated. Booth, 
in the course of his speech, read to the Sen­ 
ate brief letters substantiating his statements 
in regard to the position of the California 
delegation on this subjet, addressed to him 
by Congressmen Davis, I'age and l'acheco, 
each of whom, as he informed the Senate, 
represent a portion of the revenue district 
over which it was proposed to place Mr. 
Morton in control. 
The debate was continued by Senator 
Morrill of Vermont, whose remarks referred 
almost wholly to the fact that the nominee is 
a son of the distinguished Senator Morton ; 
by Senator Carpenter, who took the ground 
that if the people of California did not want 
Mr. Morton appointed, and the entire dele­ 
gation of both political parties certified to 
that fact, he certainly ought not to be con­ 
firmed ; and by Senator Bayard, who called 
attention to the fact that the Senate last 
spring, with the same membership as at pres­ 
ent, unanimously confirmed Morton as Con­ 
sul at Honolulu, and that therefore no stigma 
would attach to him personally if the Senate 
rejected the proposition to transfer him from 
the Consular office to the important business 
position of Collector of Internal Kevenue at 
San Francisco, against the wishes of the au­ 
thorized representatives of the State aud the 
communities directly affected. 
Senator Farley also made a brief but vigor­ 
ous and pointed speech iu which lie corrobo­ 
rated what had beeu said by his colleague, and 
called attention to the fact that less than 
four years ago Mr. Morton was appointed to 
the position of special agent to the Treasury 
Department from Indiana, and that before his 
term of service at Fur Seal Island had ex­ 
pired lie was appointed to the honorable and 
lucrative position of Consul to Honolulu, 
nominally as a Californian, but without even 
then being considered such by the California 
Senators, who consented to his being charged 
against California’s quota of Consular appoint­ 
ments only upon his personal solicitation and 
as a matter of special kindness and cour­ 
tesy. During the debate it was also brought 
out that there is no vacancy in the office and 
that the present incumbent has within the 
past two months beeu indorsed by the In­ 
ternal Kevenue Bureau as competent and 
honest. 
Senator Coukling, referring to this state­ 
ment. remarked that civil service reform 
seemed to have taken a queer direction by 
promoting a man from the Honolulu Consulate 
to a San Francisco Collectorship not vacant, 
and he had no hesitation in saying that he 
should vote against this nomination, and 
without pain. 
A t this point, it being clearly evident that 
the nomination, if brought to a vote, would 
be rejected, several Republican Senators 
who intended to vote against it requested 
Booth to let the matter go over one day, iu 
order to give President Hayes a chance to 
withdraw it, and then spare Mr. Morton the 
disagreeable fate of outright rejection. 
Sen­ 
ator Booth, in view of the reasonableness of 
these requests, consented to refraiu from 
pressing the vole, and the Senate thereupon 
adjourned. 
Postmaster Halloway, of Indianapolis, who 
personally represents the Morton interest, 
had a consultation with Senator Yoorhees im­ 
mediately after the Senate adjourned, and 
Yoorhees says this evening that the nomina­ 
tion will not be withdrawn, but will be left for 
the Senate’s decision by “ a square vote.” If 
this determination is adhered to by Mr. Mor­ 
ton’s friends, tire nomination will, according 
to to-day’s indications, be rejected to-morrow 
by a large majority. 
The Senate Claims Committee to-day, by a 
vote of 8 to 1, decided to recommend the 
passage of the hill to pay Ben Holladay’s 
claim of over §509,000 for losses sustained by 
him while carrying the overland mail to Cal­ 
ifornia, by reason of changes of route and 
Indian depredations. 
Senator Hereford to-day introduced a bill 
directing the Secretary of War to ascertain 
and report to the Secretary of the Treasury 
the value of wharf and warehouse property 
of William H. Davis, at San Diego, taken 
by the military authorities iu 1801 and 1S02. 
The amount thus certified to he paid by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
Senator Booth introduced a bill providing 
for the payment of §800, claimed by R. M. 
Briggs, late lleceiver of independence Land 
Office, as balance due for salary and fees. 
T he E voiliis In v estig a tio n . 
.W ashington, February 4th.—The Senate 
Exodus Committee held a short meeting to­ 
day. 
The first witness called was E. D. Borden 
of Goldsboro, N. C. 
He testified that the 
people of the State of North Carolina do not 
feel alarmed about the exodus; that the 
wave of the movement, such as it was, is al­ 
ready subsiding, and that the great mass of 
the colored people in North Carolina are as 
well contented as in any other section of the 
country. 
The next witness was T. C. Groomes, 
lawyer, a resident of Greencastle, Ind. 
At 
the request of Senator Voorhees he produced 
and read extracts from editorials published 
in the Greencastle Banner in November and 
December, 1878, in which it was stated that 
the colored men oí the South are practically 
disfranchised while they live in that section, 
urging as a duty that the colored men in the 
South coma north of the Ohio river and 
help make a solid North, and arguing that if 
they remain in the South to be incinerated in 
1880 they would increase the numbers of their 
enemies there ; but if they came North they 
would increase the numbers of their friends 
in the North.

The band then set fire to the 
house, which, together with the murdered 
bodies, was totally consumed. 
Another son, 
residing about three miles from the home­ 
stead, was called to his door about the same 
hour and shot dead. 
The township is wild 
with excitement. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.[ 
L ucan, February 4th.—For some time past 
incendiary fires and other misdemeanors have 
been of frequent occurrence in this neighbor­ 
hood, and the Donnellys were suspected. 
As 
a consequence there was an intense feeling of 
enmity against them throughout the town­ 
ship. 
A vigilance committee was formed 
some time ago by the'settlers, as a means of 
protection from these outrages, which, with 
other precautionary measures, failed to bring 
about a remedy. 
The last fire was on the 
Ryder farm, on Thursday the 15th of Jan­ 
uary, and old Donnelly and his wife were 
arrested at the time on suspicion ot being im­ 
plicated in the burning. 
Their examination 
was still pending, and was to have been closed 
to-day ; but the morning light displayed the 
ghastly spectacle of the remains of the in­ 
mates of the Donnelly homestead almost 
burned to .a cinder, after having been hor­ 
ribly hacked with a knife. 
It appears that 
about twenty men were engaged in the bloody 
work. 
The boy Connors belonged to the vil­ 
lage, and was staying in the house over night. 
When the attack was made he crept under a 
bed without being discovered. 
When the 
murders were committed, the house fired 
and the gang decamped, the boy emerged 
from his hiding place, started for the village 
and informed the authorities. The persons 
murdered are : James and Judy Donnellv, 
Thomas, the youngest son, and Bridget, "a 
niece. 
About the same time (midnight) an­ 
other party called at the residence of William 
Donnelly, another son, three miles distant 
from his father’s house, and awoke him. His 
brother John, being in the house, arose and 
went to the door, when two shots from a re- i 
volver were fired, killing him. The bodies of 
the murdered family were almost burned to 
a cinder, the old man and girl lying close to­ 
gether in the northwest corner of the house. 
The old man’s skull was broken. 
Mrs. Don­ 
nelly is lying in one of the middle rooms, 
and shows evidence of being beaten to death. 
The son lies in the front part of the house. 
It would appear, from the large clots of blood 
on the outside of the door, that he was 
killed outside and thrown into tiie burning 
building. There is yet no clue to the perpe­ 
trators of this wholesale murder. 
A jury 
has been summoned, and an inquest will be 
held at once.

IMPROVEMENTS AT THE CAPITOL. 


Quite extensive improvements have recent­ 
ly been made in the engine machinery at the 
Capitol, under superintendence of Engineer 
W. F. Drew, by which the efficiency of the 
system used for heating the building and 
furnishing water supply has been largely in­ 
creased. A Knowles No. 2 pump has hereto­ 
fore been used as a feed-pump to supply the 
boilers, which are used to generate steam for 
heating the building, and a No. -1 Hooker 
pump for furnishing the building with water. 
The feed-pump had become so badly worn as 
to be almost worthless, and the new one—a 
INo. 3 of Knowles’ latest improved—has been 
added, which has sufficient capacity, and is so 
piped that it may at any time be used to 
take the place of either of the others or both, 
in case of necessity, or all the pumps may be 
used simultaneously if desired, in case of 
fire, or for other purposes. 
The new pump 
has a metallic piston for 
hot 
water, 
and is 
lined 
with 
brass 
to 
prevent 
rusting 
when 
not 
in 
use. 
It 
will 
primarily be used for a feed pump which is 
required to pump water at boiling tempera­ 
ture, against a pressure of seventy pounds to 
the square inch, which water is from conden­ 
sation caused by the long transit of steam in 
the pipes throughout the building for heating 
purposes, and back into the iron tanks placed 
beneath the floor to receive it. 
The tanks 1 
have heretofore had no outlet except the inch 
and a quarter suction pipe to the old No. 2 
pump, and the suction of the cold water 
pumps, which was useless, as the packing 
would not admit of its being used for hot 
water, and hence an overflow of these tanks 
frequently occurred mornings, at which time 
the condensation is usually the most rapid. 
To prevent this a two-inch pipe has been in­ 
serted near the bottom of the tanks, aud 
rising to within six inches of the top, is carried 
thence through the foundation of the build­ 
ing into a wooden tank constructed for the 
purpose. This surplus tank is ais» arranged 
to 
receive 
the 
si page 
which 
may 
occur 
from 
heavy 
rains 
or 
high 
water in the river, and 
a pipe from 
from the new pump is so connected with the 
overflow pipe that by closing of valves it may 
be used as a suction with which to pump out 
such sipage water. The old pump is being 
repaired, and will be set again in its old place, 
the pipes and connections not having been 
disturbed. There have been also various 
other minor improvements made about the 
engine-room and 
machinery, which have 
greatly added to their completeness and effi­ 
ciency, and which are working with the 
utmost satisfaetiou. There lias heretofore 
been much complaint from want of sufficient 
heat in various parts of the building, but 
since these improvements the heating capac­ 
ity lias been so much increased that the 
coldest parts of the building are rendered 
sufficiently warm.

CONGRESSIONAL.

Senate. 
Washington, February 4th. — Slater, from the 
Committee on Indian Affaire, reported a bill direct­ 
ing the Secretary of the Interior to negot ate with 
the Umatilla, Warm Springs, and certain other 
tribes of Indiana occupying reservations in Oregon, 
for the extinguishment oí their title to laud now 
occupied by them and for their removal to other 
lands or reservations without the limits of Oregon, 
printed and recommitted. 
Hereford introduced a bill to repeal the Act of 
July 4, 1864, conferring on the Quarterauster- 
Geueral, Commissary-General and accounting offi­ 
cers of the Treasury the authority to examine, 
adjudicate and settle claims accruing to loyal citi­ 
zens of the United States for supplies taken by or 
furnished for the use and us.ed by the United States 
armies. [The bill confers jun-diction in such cases 
upon the United States District Omrls, which shall 
certify their judgments to Congress, and Congress 
may appropriate the money to pay such judgments, 
if favorable. All such claims now penning before 
Congress or the officers above named > re also re­ 
ferred by the bill to the District Courts.J Referred. 
The bi‘l authorizing the conversion of National 
Gold Banks into National Banks passed, and the 
Senate went into executive session. 
When the doors were reopened the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
________ 
H ouse. 
Washington, February 4th. — Consideration was 
resumed of the bill of the Judiciary Committee, 
amending certain sections of the Act determining 
the jurisdiction of United States Circuit Courts, and 
regulating the removal of causes from State to Fed­ 
eral Courts. 
The morning hour expiring, the bill went over 
without action. 
Tne House then went into committee on the joint 
resolution appropriating *20.000 to en ible the Com­ 
missioners of Fish and Fisheries to represent the 
United States at the Internationa! Fishery Exhibi­ 
tion, to be held at Berliu in April next. 
On the resolution to enable the United States to 
be represented by the Fish Commissioner in the In­ 
ternational Fish Exhibition at Berlin, Deustcr and 
Morton urged the necessity of such representation 
and the benefits which would accrue to the United 
States. 
The Committee rose and the resolution passed— 
165 to 69. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the revision of the rule . 
Money moved to amend Rule 11, so that the pre­ 
paration of the Postofficc Appropriation bill shall be 
made bvthe Postal Committee. 
He was astonished 
that Garfield and Blackburn should threaten to vote 
against the ruleunl ss the monopoly of the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations was maintained.J 
Conger was opposed to restricting the Committee 
on Appropriations in the performance f its regular 
duties, but favored taking from that committee the 
p wer to orginate legislation. If necessary to pre­ 
vent this, he would vote to reduce the Appropria­ 
tions Committee to the position where it was, shorn 
of uny power. 
After coi.siderab'e acrimonious debate, Money’s 
resolution was defeated— 90 to 97. 
Adjourned.
